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Vandalism 


Although no’ official damage re- 
port has been received from Mon- 
terey Peninsula College, an unof- 
ficial report lists the pregame dam- 


age “by Hartnell Students’ as 
amounting to about $200. 
According to these unofficial 


sources the pregame rivalry re- 
sulted in the following damage on 
the M.P.C. campus: a drain pipe 
was broken, the road was. block- 
aded, the bacteriology lab was en- 
tered (apparently through an open 
window), the plasterboard back of 
a display case was broken, a card- 
board M.P.C. Lobo was stolen, sev- 
eral of the outdoor light globes 
were broken, and an attempt was 
made to light the rally bonfire pre- 
maturely. In addition the notices 
were all torn off an outdoor bulle- 
tin board, and garbage was strewn 
about the grounds around the ‘stu- 
dent union. 

The damage was apparently done 
after 3 a.m., because a policeman 
was watching the campus up until 
that time. “Although no one was 
apprehended and no Hartnell stu- 
dents were known to have been 
involved, the damage was put down 
to interschool rivalry, and the Cost 


of repair will be shared equally by: 


the student bodies of Hartnell and 
Monterey Peninsula College. 

The night-long patrol of the 
Hartnell campus by students of the 
college on Monday, Tuesday, and 
Wednesday nights prevented any 
damage to the college here by the 
groups scared off the night before 
the game and the only damage was 
done Friday night after the game. 
This consisted of the painting of 
the Panther and the smearing of 
paint on, one wall of the building. 
The water-color paints on the 
building were washed off; but a 
stain was left, and the wall will 
be repainted. The cost of this 
painting and of cleaning the Pan- 
ther will be shared by the two 
colleges equally. 

The only incidents at the game 
were the theft of the Hartnell ban- 
ner by the students of M.P.C. and 
the breaking of the M.P.C. Lobo 
Head (similar to Hartnell College’s 
“Tabby”) when the wearer of it 
was tackled by a Hartnell student 
during an exhibition of Hartnell 
spiri.t

Hartnell’s Rose Bowl-bound Panthers slashed Monterey, 
13 to 6, Thanksgiving Day, destroying the Lobos’ hopes of 
running the Harts’ standout record and possible Bowl bid.
